AT TOP OF FRONT PAGE FEATURING SECRETARY AND FOREIGN 
CONFERENCE. ARTICLE, TOP OF FOLD ON PAGE 1 BY GOSHKO 
HEADED SOVIETS FIRM ON TERMS FOR DETENTE SAYS SECURITY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CONFERENCE BEGAN IN HELSINKI ON JULY 3 ON CORDIAL NOTE. 
FOREIGN MINISTERS UNANIMOUSLY APPROVED AGENDA FOR 

CONFERENCE NEGOTIATIONS, BUT IT OBVIOUS THAT IT WILL BE 
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MONTHS BEFORE IT IS KNOWN WHETHER THIS AGENDA CAN BE 
TRANSLATED INTO STATEMENT OF PRINCIPALS CAPABLE OF 
INITIATING ERA OF EAST- WEST DETENTE. THIS ESTABLISHED 
IMMEDIATELY BY GROMYKO IN HIS SPEECH, IN WHICH HE SAID 
THAT MOSCOW AND ITS ALLIES ARE KEENLY INTERESTED IN 
BETTERING ITS RELATIONS WITH WEST. BUT SOVIETS DETERMINED 
TO HAVE DETENTE ON THEIR TERMS, AND THEY WILL DO ALL THEY 
CAN TO SHAPE CONFERENCE TO THEIR PURPOSES. GOSHKO THEN 
PROCEEDS TO SUMMARIZE HIGHLIGHTS OF GROMYKO' S ADDRESS. 
GOSHKO GOES ON TO NOTE THAT ROGERS SCHEDULED AS 14 TH 
SPEAKER, AND THAT HE WILL NOT GIVE HIS ADDRESS UNTIL LATER

DENIED THAT HE HAD STARTED AN INVESTIGATION, ONLY A QUOTE 
PRELIMINARY INVESTIGATION UNQUOTE.

BYRD SAYS ZIEGLER SHOULD GO REPORTS THAT SENATOR ROBERT C; 
BYRD OF WEST VIRGINIA SAID YESTERDAY THAT ZIEGLER SHOULD BE 
REPLACED AND THAT NIXON SHOULD ANSWER ALL WATERGATE QUES- 
TIONS AT FULL- SCALE PRESS CONFERENCE; BYRD WANTS ZIEGLER 
OUT BECAUSE HIS CONFLICTING STATEMENTS ABOUT WATERGATE 
UNCLASSIFIED
